Louls ' Robinson, the negro, who dled
at the colored almshoues Wednesduy from
the efficets of a bullet In his anntomy,
fired by Logan, went out early on Chrisi-
mas day and shot Charlle Smith in the
leg, ‘This wns on Monros Street, near
Catherine, Then Roblnson and George
Hunter went together., George Iunter
hiad previoualy in the day shot Dodsey
Cole in the leg. At Monford and Lelgh
Streets, Hunter and Roblnson, Loth of
whom hnd shat other men carller, mat
Carnelius Wella, Robinson drow hia weap-
on and fired at Logan, Logan amd Hunter
raturned the fire and thers was a fuslinde
for o time., When the smoke had died
away Hobinson was found to have been
struck In the groln,

And from thia complicated mess Officer
Amon made ths warrants agninst all of
the partles, He charged Hobinson, the
dead negro, with shooting Charlle Bmith.
Hunter was ehprged with shooting Daod-
goy Cale.
